Out 
H'eat, when u person is thus aflfection- 
jtely addressed, a funeral Bcene soon 
eBlireiia the villago proceedings j but 
iiEuglaud, the putty nggrie^e^-.;a;;re- 
sorts to a Court of justice. Atfiliis^me 
uttder consideration is waa inade to 
appear that the parties to the suifclived 
atiludderslield, wber« thereis a ho- 
cietY called "The Horticultural, Floral, 
Horse, Pig, Poultry, Pidgeon, Kabbit, 
Po" and Cat Society," in couaection 
nitS wbicb a show is annually beld. 
iloaeof tbeso shows a member of 
Pirliameut for the borough, being de- 
iirnus of oncouraginghis oonstitueiicy, 
ired a prize for the' best pig. At 
iij show the defendant's father ex- 
libited a pig which was the perfection 
uiporcine beauty, It excited the ad- 
3;jation of coQDttisseurs, and a com- 
£lttee, made ap expresslyof Irishmen, 
fiono\uiced it to bo tho most meritor- 
iHisBpecimeii 01 swino that was erer 
KhibiLod. Indeed, so far did it 
ijauscoiid all competitors in those 
eauties which go to make up a healthy 
ud unusually stubborn hog, that the 
irize was awarded to tho f ortacate 
iwner amid liiiiTeirsal applause . . 
But it wa-! not every one who was 
satisfied with, the decision, and before 
the l)lue ribbon of victory could be 
attached to the ' ring which adorned 
the nose of tho pig, & protest was 
entered on the ground that the prize ani- 
mal was over the prescribed ajce. An 
eiamiaation of the pig'a teeth followed, 
Iho number of wrinlsles in its tail ■were 
wnnted, and after some further examin- 
iitipait was held by the committQO that 
Tinnor of the prize must prove to their 
salisfaction that the pig's age was within 
tho limits of the rules of the society. The 
owner (leclinad to comply with thia re- 
inisition, and the prizo was withheld 
IromLim. lo June, 187C, tho defendant 
raa in a public house at Huddorsfiold 
irith the plaintiff and otherF, when, iu the 
coarse of BO'ue observation o a the show, 
Ifi made the remarks already attributed 
lohim.and this was the slander eompUiu- 
ed of. Tho Judge, summing up the case, 
leitittotbe jury to consider whether the 
irotds amounted to nuythiug more than 
mere abuse, not intended to reflect seri- 
onsijoa the plaintiff's character. The 
jury found a verdict for the plaintiff- 
damages, one half-penny. 

Murder and Suicide in London. 

A murder aud suicide were com 
mitted on tho lOtb inst. in Highbury 
XewParlj,ono of the most fashionable 
thoroughfares of North London. A. 
police countable heard the reports of 
two pistol shots, and immediately 
afterwards a boy came running up, 
who told hina that two gentlemen were 
lying dead in the New Park, near th« 
Bilfour road. The constable at once 
proceeded to the spot and there found 
tro bodies, both apparently dead, ly- 
ing iu the footway. Quo of the yotiug 
mea, who sljowed some signs of life, 
i^as removed to tho German Hospital; 
tbo other body waa taken on a stretch- 
6ttotho mortuary in the Holloway 
wad. A doctor had previously aauer- 
laiuod Lliaf death hud been caused by 
'bullet woundon the right side of the 
Ismple, At tbo mortuary tl)o Lody was ex- 
"oinGdh^Y iusDuctor Jamiuson, who found 
pipers whiub'sbo wed that the deceased 
was Mr. W. T. OiouientB.nged twenty- 
■J'aoyeara, of 33 Aberdeen Park road, 
Highbury, son of Mr. Clements, sta- 
tioner. Wood street, Cbeapside, with 
«liom Lohad been iu partnership. He 
^as, it appcar.s, ehortly about to be 
"lanied, for letters from friends con- 
gfatuUtiug him on that event, aud 
"Iso a letttr from the young lady, a 
^tiEsJiuir, wore foundiuhis pockets, 
^fter searehiiijr the body, Inspector 
Jwaiesou proceadod to the German 
SoBpital, and found that the other 
Joangmanhad died before arriving 
^me. Ho was wounded on the left 
?''tle of the head. From papers on him 
liwM found that his name was Horace 
•Mullqck, Qf Soutli-hiil park,Hamp- 
"cacl. When this body had been lift- 
^from tho park, a revolver was found 
fmMh it, niid on searching tho pock- 
«8 at tho German Hospital, the rovol- 
^ei-cftse waa found. The two yQi»ng 
"ion were well known to each other, 
«w were both Rcouainted witji 't.^e 
(otog lady, .who poms to bayo 
»o object of the di8p^te.- - Be^ng ei^s, 
«»Sedd(^ly ia tho c^ty, thoy geiierRJ^y 



travelled home together, as each of 
them held season tickets on the Mid- 
land railway. Although it had 'b^en 
noticed by the friends of Bullock,who, 
ifc 18 alleged, shot Clements, that he 
had been in a desperate state of mind 
for some time past, owing to his Hand 
being rejected by Misa Muir, and her 
acceptance of the addresses of the 
other.there was nothing to denote any 
Tiolence likely to occur from that fact. 
Indeed, on Thursday the young man 
dined with his brother in the city, and 
appeared to be in his usual 8pirits,not 
alluding to either Miss Mair or to Oler 
ments.^ The only surmise putfoi^iarci 
is that knovying well the tinie wten 
his rival was Jikely to pass he waylaid 
him, and having met him at onco 
picked a quarrel. The words, "O you 
devil,'! were distinctly heard, imme- 
diately before the report of the lire- 
arms,- by a-gentleman who will como 
forward at the nest inquiry. There 
is no doubt that the approachiDg wed- 
ding between Mr. Clements and-Miss 
Muir was well known to BuJlock, as 
he appeared to have alluded to it on 
several occasions. In his possession 
were portraits of the young lady, and 
a letter, the contents of which will be 
divulged before the coroner. 

Suicide of the Author of an Essay on 
"The Philosophy of Suicide." 

We made mention before of the sui- 
cide by drowning of Miss Ida Louise 
Hawlay,a young lady of Hornellsville, 
aged twenty years , but the aflfair was 
such a remarkable one that we are 
constrained to present additional par- 
ticulars', which we find in the "Horn, 
ellsville Times." That paper says: 
Miss Hawley was a young lady of 
prepossing appearance and good at- 
tainments. Shitt out from society to a 
great extent by the malady of deafness, 
she lived in a world of her own creation. 
With a love for literature and art, she 
read books far above the average stand- 
ing of books generally selected by 
young ladies, such as of the different 
schools of metaphysics. Snch books 
sharpened her faculty for investigation 
and theorizing, and, finding in one of 
the newspapers an article written by 
Oakey Hall, entitled, "The Suicide 
Crop," which made a burlesque of this 
awful crime, Miss Hawley set ' about 
the task of treating the subject from 
a different standpoint. In an essay 
entitled "The Philosophy of Suicide," 
which she wrote and submitted to her 
friends simply as a literary effort, as 
she would have tben^ believe— there is 
undoubtedly allusio'us to her. own in- 
firmity in life when she uses these 
words: "Who does not pity the poor; 
disease-laden being, who, through no 
fault of his immediate self, but through 
helpless inheritance of birth, suffers 
mental hampering all his life long 
from the ills that degrade his phy-sical 
part?" This essay together with a letter 
explaining her motive for taking her 
life, both of which were left pinned 
together on the bureau in her room, 
furnish the cause which impttlled her 
to commit such a rash act. It was 
Oakey Hall's newspaper article which 
she declares "prompted though not 
shaped," her essay, and we have no 
doubt that this was the beginning of a 
train of reasoning from false premises 
which led her. on, step by step, to the 
awful act of Bislf-dest'rucfcidn. The fol- 
lowing is the note written by her on 
Sunday, a few hours before her death: 
WHY I OOMMKf snioinE. 

The cause is not mortification or dis- 
appointment, dread of the future, or 
ill health, or lack of friends, or want, 
lam yc^uug, twenty, healthy. I have 
had always friends -never enemies. I 
have never known lack of food or 
clothing, or love. The cause then arises 
from a deep seated conviction that this 
life is not worth living for, a prospect 
of life beyond the world, which this is 
a preparation for, is too vague and 
chimerical to make the aspiratinns uu- 
glled — the struggles undeserved which 
the best of mankind must need experi- 
ence and tho best most wortlx tho re- 
petition of each individual. I hold 
that the life of every person belongs to 
them to kesD or destroy as they deem 
best, and it'is my will to destroy mine. 
— Kocheeter Union and Advertiser,

Engliah Mail

Cftnon Gilbert and three priests of 
the Roman Ohuroh iu England recent- 
ly engaged the best medium whom the 
National Association of Spiritiinlists 
could recommend, and told him to set 
to work. The spirits were out of gear 
and needed oiling. The violin was 
dumb, the table was stationary, the 
spirits stayed away. The visitors as- 
sured the "medium that they were wil- 
ling to wait until midnight if he would 
undertake to write iipon a closed slate, 
move objects at a distance, or do some 
other marvel. The slate was opened, 
butits surface was a perfect blank, 
and the medium's effort to produce a 
doubl e self in a darkened room was an 
ignominious failure. The Canon paid 
him a fee of two guineas and invited 
him to try again some other day, but 
he objected on the ground that it was 
a case of four skeptics agaiustone spirit- 
ualist. Evidently spirits don't count. 

The death of tbe Earl of Shrewsbury 
•was sudden, his liordship, who was 
only in his iTth year, having been ap- 
parently in his usual health shortly 
before his death. His successor in the 
title and estates.his oaly son.Viscount 
Ingsstre, is now 17 years of age. 

Hamdi Pasha, Turkish Minister of 
Police, has issued a decree ordering 
all Turkish women to discard the Eu- 
ropean costume aud relurn to tho national 
one, thus obliging them to sacritice on tbe 
altar of patriotism the furred robe, 
high-heeled boots, the Paris hat, and 
the ohignoii itself.

The committee ap- 
pointed applied to the Queen for her 
patronage, but her Majesty declined 
the request on the ground that she has 
never assisted in the erection of a 
memorial by any person. In conse- 
quence of this the printers have aban- 
doned their scheme. 
~ I have referred in previous letters to 
the formation of the new, club at Or- 
leans House, Twickenham. On Sat- 
urday the opening took' place, and 
gave rise to a curious dispute between 
the vicar of the parish church and the 
bell ringers. The latter were about 
to ring a peal in celebration of the 
opening of the club, when the vicar 
interfered, and refused <to allow tbe 
church bells to be rung for such a 
purpose. Upon this the ringers de 
clared that if -they should ^ot be per- 
mitted to earn a few shillings on Sat 
urday by ringing they would not ring 
on Sunday, and they kept their word 
and nr^ still on strike. 

An English lady, who is celebrated 
ii "liib bliirea" for riding straight 
with hounds, has stated that for across 
country riding side-saddles are simply 
ridiculous, and that next season she 
will ride in "masculine fashion." If 
this lady — who by the way is an excel- 
lent wife and mother-^should carry 
out her intention, no doubt others of 
her sex will follow her example and 
take to riding straddle. 

A duel with swords recently took 
place near Paris on account of a quar- 
rel at the Theatre Francaise during 
the presentation of "Jean Dacior." 
One Fitz James, an army lieutenant, 
decended, like Marshal MacMahon, 
from an Irishman who followed the 
dethroned James" II. to France, cried 
out:— "What a Government, to allow 
the presentation of such a dunghill 
production I" A |M Jules *Creinieux 
answered in the same tone:— "What 
an officer, to talk in that way of tho 
Gvoernment which he serves!" Fitz- 
James at once requested a friend to 
obtain Mr. Cremieux's card. On see- 
ing the name, he said: — "Why, you 
are a Communist. You should have 
been shot against a wall." Two back- 
handers in the mouth was the reply to 
this insult, and a fight was arranged, 
in which Cremieux had his right ai m 
disabled. The seconds then declared 
everybody's honour satisfied. 

A remarkable suicide has just beeu 
committed at Kintbury, Berks. A 
young woman named Emma Fisher 
being disappointed in love, poisoned 
herself with salts of .lemon, and was 
discovered laid out on her bed having 
on a clean night dress and her chin 
tied up with a handkerchief. Her 
hands were also crossed over her 
breast. 

There died lately in England a man 
named Hedgeman, remarkable as the 
first who introduced tepid swimming 
baths into that country. Ho bought 
a number of old houses in Holborn, 
London, for the purpose, but tho bath 
didn't pay; bo after losing, in ten 
years, $80,000 by it, he made it a casi- 
no, and it was known for years as the 
Holborn Casino. This paid splendid- 
ly and he died rich. Tho place is now 
a great restaurant where n band plays 
during dinner.
